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Edgeworth  Female  Seminary  was  founded  by  Gov.  J. 
M.  Morehead,  in  1840,  and  was  designed  to  furnish  to 
Southern  parents,  an  Institution  where  their  daughters  might 
enjoy  every  advantage  presented  by  the  very  best  schools  in 
the  country.  To  attain  this  object,  neither  labor  nor  expense 
has  been  spared,  and  we  feel  no  hesitation  in  claiming  for 
Edgeworth  a  place  in  the  front  rank  of  female  schools  in  the 
Southern  country ;  where,  in  addition  to  the  polite  accom¬ 
plishments  of  art,  may  also  be  afforded  that  thorough 
acquaintance  with  science,  which  has  too  long  been  confined 
to  the  other  sex.  The  success  which  has  attended  our  efforts, 
encourages  us  to  hope  that  the  time  is  rapidly  approaching, 
when  every  system  of  education  that  does  not  aim  at  a 
thorough  training  and  devolpment  of  the  powers  of  the 
female  mind,  will  be  discarded. 

L0GATE0R. 

Edgeworth  is  located  in  Greensboro,  N.  C.  The  North 
Carolina  Railroad  passes  immediately  through  this  town, 
thus  rendering  it,  by  its  connection  with  the  railroads  both 
of  South  Carolina  and  Yirginia,  easy  of  access  from  all  parts 
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of  the  Union.  Situated  midway  between  the  low  alluvial 
country  of  the  seaboard,  and  the  severer  climate  of  the  moun¬ 
tains,  it  is  wholly  exempt  from  the  diseases  peculiar  to  each 
extreme.  The  salubrity  of  the  location  is  best  attested  by 
the  fact,  that  during  the  nine  years  that  Edgeworth  has  been 
under  the  care  of  the  present  Principal,  no  serious  indisposi¬ 
tion  of  any  kind  has  occurred  among  the  boarding  pupils  of 
the  Institution. 


Attached  to  the  Seminary  embrace  about  twenty  acres. 
Much  of  this  space  is  tastefully  planted  with  shrubbery  and 
flowers,  and  the  remainder  consists  of  beautiful  and  carefully 
kept  trees  of  the  original  growth,  which  affords  ample  space 
for  healthful  exercise. 


To  the  buildings  originally  erected  by  Gov.  Morehead, 
expressly  for  a  first  class  female  seminary,  a  large  and  elegant 
addition  has  been  made  ;  in  the  construction  and  arrange¬ 
ment  of  which,  special  reference  has  been  had  to  comfort  and 
convenience,  thus  rendering  Edgeworth  unsurpassed  by  any 
similar  institution  in  the  State.  The  whole  building  is 
warmed  by  flues,  by  means  of  which  any  desired  temperature 
may  be  maintained.  The  dormitories  are  large,  thoroughly 
ventilated,  and  fully  furnished  with  everything  necessary  for 
comfort  and  convenience.  Each  is  designed  to  accommodate 
four  or  six  young  ladies.  The  introduction  of  gas-lights 
throughout  the  entire  establishment,  has  added  much  not 
only  to  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  Institution,  but 
also  to  its  safety. 
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We  have  an  extensive  and  well-selected  apparatus  for 
the  illustration  of  Astronomy,  Natural  Philosophy,  and 
Chemistry,  which,  with  the  globes,  maps,  charts,  &c.,  have 
cost  not  less  than  two  thousand  dollars.  All  the  important 
principles  of  the  sciences  are  fully  illustrated.  A  cabinet  of 
mineralogical  and  geological  specimens  furnish  ample  means 
for  illustrating  these  branches  of  our  regular  course. 


The  Junior  and  Senior  Classes  attend  a  regular  course  of 
lectures  on  Moral  Science,  History,  Astronomy,  Natural 
Philosophy,  and  Chemistry.  In  this  course  is  embraced  the 
application  of  the  principles  of  Chemistry  to  common  life,  or 
Domestic  Chemistry.  Other  departments  of  science  are  also 
illustrated  by  oral  instruction.  Lectures  on  the  Literature 
of  the  Bible  are  delivered  before  the  whole  school. 
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Besides  the  Lydian  Library,  which  belongs  to  the  Institu¬ 
tion,  and  is  expressly  designed  for  the  use  of  the  students, 
the  young  ladies  have  the  privilege  of  using  the  library  of 
the  Principal,  which  consists  of  a  large  and  carefully  chosen 
collection  of  literary,  scientific,  and  religious  works. 


Heceives  constant  and  prominent  attention.  Hegular  daily 
exercise  is  required,  and  is  absolutely  necessary  to  the 
successful  prosecution  of  study.  It  is  the  constant  aim  of 
the  Principal  to  secure,  as  far  as  in  his  powrer  lies,  “a  sound 
mind  in  a  sound  body,”  and  to  promote  that  physical  vigor 
so  often  neglected  in  the  education  of  American  girls. 
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In  addition  to  morning  and  evening  prayers,  which  the 
pupils  are  required  to  attend,  a  portion  of  each  Sabbath  is 
spent  in  the  study  of  the  Scriptures.  Pupils  attend  church 
with  the  Principal. 


The  aim  of  the  Principal  is  to  blend  firmness  with  gentle¬ 
ness.  Only  such  rules  are  adopted  as  are  necessary  to  cherish 
in  the  pupils  habits  of  order,  regularity,  and  industry.  Every 
effort  is  made  to  improve  the  manners,  to  cultivate  the  social 
affections,  and  develope  the  moral  feelings.  A  conscientious 
regard  to  right  is  cherished  in  the  minds  of  the  pupils — each 
one  reporting  daily  her  own  violations,  if  any,  of  the  rules. 
Pupils  are  not  watched ,  but  sufficiently  guarded  for  the 
detection  of  errors  in  conduct.  It  is  designed  to  combine  in 
Edgeworth,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  advantages  both  of  a 
home  culture  and  school  education ;  and  to  make  it  an 
institution  where  parents  and  guardians  may  rest  assured 
their  children  and  wards  will  receive  every  attention,  that 
will  render  their  connection  with  the  school  pleasant  and 
profitable. 


Each  pupil  is  examined  on  entrance,  and  placed  in  the 
class  for  which  she  is  best  prepared.  Pupils  are  received  at 
any  time  during  the  session,  and  charged  from  the  date  of 
admission  to  the  close  of  the  term.  No  deductions  are  made 
for  absence,  except  in  cases  of  protracted  sickness.  It  is 
very  desirable  that  all  should  enter  at  the  beginning  of  the 
session. 
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The  Principal,  the  business  of  whose  life  has  been  teach¬ 
ing  in  some  of  the  best  schools  and  colleges  of  the  South, 
brings  to  his  task  long  and  successful  experience ;  and  he 
congratulates  himself  in  having  been  able  to  secure  a  corps 
of  assistant  instructors,  in  every  department,  of  tried  ability, 
fidelity,  and  zeal.  No  expense  has  been  or  will  be  spared  in 
securing  such  a  number  of  teachers  as  may  be  necessary  for 
a  proper  classification  of  scholars,  and  thorough  instruction 
in  each  department. 


Pupils  are  not  allowed  to  make  store  accounts,  without 
express  permission  from  their  parents  or  guardians.  Where 
it  is  impracticable  for  them  to  draw  supplies  from  home, 
experience  has  shown  that  it  would  be  better  to  make  a 
deposit  with  the  Principal,  of  such  funds  as  may  be  required 
for  necessary  purchases,  than  to  allow  their  daughters  to 
purchase  on  credit. 


Regular  quarterly  reports  on  scholarship  and  deportment 
are  sent  to  parents  and  guardians.  The  Principal  would 
earnestly  solicit  the  attention  of  parents  to  these  reports ; 
for,  by  making  them  the  basis  of  admonition  or  encourage¬ 
ment,  they  can  aid  him  in  carrying  out  the  great  design  for 
which  their  daughters  are  committed  to  his  charge. 


To  those  young  ladies  who  have  spent  at  least  one  year  in 
the  Institution,  finished  the  regular  course,  and  stood  the 
usual  examinations,  diplomas  are  awarded. 
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The  entire  course  of  study  embraces  four  years.  It  has 
been  adopted  as  the  result  of  more  than  twenty  years’  patient 
inquiry  and  personal  experience.  In  adjusting  the  due  pro¬ 
portion  between  the  literary  and  scientific  departments,  and  the 
useful  and  elegant  accomplishments,  we  have  aimed  to  secure 
the  fullest  development  of  mind,  and  the  highest  cultivation 
of  taste  consistent  with  the  time  allotted  to  the  course,  and  a 
due  regard  to  the  physical  health  and  comfort  of  the  pupil. 
By  thorough  and  systematic  instruction,  we  hope  to  render 
our  pupils  clear  thinkers,  practical  scholars,  and  refined  and 
accomplished  ladies.  The  principle  upon  which  we  act  is, 
that  education  is  not  a  mere  accumulation  of  ideas,  but 
consists  in  the  due  expansion  of  the  intellect,  the  discipline 
of  the  imagination,  and  a  proper  culture  of  the  feelings  and 
the  heart. 


The  public  examination  commences  on  the  Tuesday  before 
the  fourth  Thursday  in  May.  The  concert  is  on  Wednesday 
night.  On  Thursday  morning  the  Annual  Address  will  be 
delivered  by  Victor  C.  Baringer,  Esq.,  and  on  Thursday 
night  the  exercises  of  the  Graduating  Class  close  the  scho¬ 
lastic  year. 


It  is  required  that  each  pupil  have  her  clothes  distinctly 
marked  with  her  name  in  full ,  and  that  she  be  provided 
with  towels ,  umbrella,  and  overshoes.
